My last com mnni cation dated 

May 28th. left me at Covington 

to hold a tew meetings we had 

previously announced. We con- 


tinued the meetings until Sun- 
day evening, June 2nd, when we 
closed with a communion. Onr 
meetings were not very largely 
attended on account of rains, 
Tbe communion was an enjoy- 
able season for nil. One united 
with us by letter, and two others 
have handed in letters since then, 
making three additions by letter. 
It waa impossible to work up 
much of an interest in so short a 
time. Numerically tho church 
is weak, and they hare had but 
little preaching lor several years, 
and they have no church house 
of their own. They have the 
Baptist church rented, but eau 
not have the use of it at all times 
on account of others who have 
rented it also. We are not with- 
out some hope for the success of 
our cause, but it will require hard 
work, grit, and plenty 'of grace.

They say if they were 
to entertain another (hey could 
do much better next time ; but 
all seemed to be well pleased 
with tbe way they were received 
and entertained, and that was all 
that could be asked for.

Sabbath or Sunday. 
At our late Sunday School con- 
vention, of the state of Ohio, at 
Pleasant Hill, a query came 
through the question drawer, 
something like this: 'la this a 
Sunday School convention or a 
Sabbath School convention ?' 
The brother to whom it was as- 
signed answered, the Sabbath 


day meant tbe seventh day, and 
while tbe Jews kept that day 
holy we preferred the first day of 
the week, so it was a Sunday- 
School convention. I may not 
be giving the reply exactly as it 
was stated, but enough for our 
present purpose that the brother 
explained that Sabbath day 
mesnt the seventh day. I im- 
mediately got up and said that I 
always understood Sabbath 
meant rest, and did not mean the 
seventh day. 

Upon this another claimed 1 
was wrong and that Sabbath 
meant the seventh day. I should 
be sorry that we, claiming to he 
progressive, and of course, intelli- 
gent, for progression and i nielli- 
gence go hand in hand, should 
thus place ourselves on ^record as 
not knowing the meaning of the 
word Sabbath. By leaving (he 
matter go by unexplained and 
uncorrected aa it was lett at the 
convention, with a wrong defini- 
tion given tbe word, it is worse 
than if we acknowledged our 
ignorance and confessed we did 
not know what it meant. I now 
take this opportunity to prove I 
was right when I claimed that 
Sabbath meant rest. 

In Exodus 20 : 8-10, we read, 
'Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy. Six days shall 
thou labor, and do all thy work ; 
but the seventh day is u Sabbath 
unto the Lord thy God,' etc. 
This is from tho revised Bible. 
Our old version has it, 'But, the 
seventh day is thr Sabbalh of the 
Lord thy God.' Then it goes on 
to state why it was 'a Sabbath,' 
for in six days he made tbe 
heaven and the earth and rested 
on the seventh. Now aa I claim 
Sabbath means rest, it makes 
good sense to change Sabbath to 
rest, thus: 'But tbe seventh day 
is a rest unto the Lord thy God.'' 
To say, 'but the seventh day is a 
seventh unto tho Lord thy God,' 
would not bo a very 'progressive' 
or intelligent rendering. 

Concerning this verse, Dr. 
Murphy, professor of Hebrew, 
Belfast, and who has written a 
very exhaustive commentary on 
several books of the old Bible, 
and is considered a great au- 
thority on Hebrew words, says, 
'Sabbath, a rest, not that of sleep 
or death, but vacation trom busi- 
ness, leisure for converse with 
God.' 

Sabbath meant much to the 
Jews. In the 95th Psalm, the 
writer saye, 'Lot ua worship and 
fall down, let ua bow before the 
Lord our Maker.' He created us. 
Ho is leading us. He has rest in 
store for us. What it is we know 
not. Many have failed of it. 
But it still remains. 1 think the 
very structure ot this Psalm is 
full of eloquent suggestion. It 
begins with a hurst of worshipful 
acclamation ; but it sinks to 
silent reverence and awe, and 
closes in a bush of mingled fear 
and hope on that word 'rest' — as 
if the meaning of it could not 
perfectly be uttered. 

So this thought of rest kept 
growing stronger. It was a 
thought which never lost its hold 
upon tbe people. It was the 
central thought of their religion. 
Six days they might forget it, 


but on the seventh they remem- 
bered it, Tbe idea was so 
wedged into their religious ob- 
servances that it could not pos- 
sibly he taken ouf without the 
dislocation of them all. The 
weekly Sabbath was not the only 
Sabbath. There was a Sabbath 
of week*, as well a* ol days, and 
aSsbbath of mouths, and a great 
memorable, wonderful Sabbath 
of years— of rest for a whole 
year— every fiftieth year. The 
Sabbath of days poitit.-d to the 
Sabbath of weeks, and this again 
to the Sabbath" ol months, and 
this again t« the Sabbalh of 
yours, and this— to what I Could 
it be that ih e mind o I the Hebrew 
people led on and up, thus far, 
would stop here ? Would it not 
almost of necessity rise higher 
yet— even from earth to heaven 'i 
This is what the Sabbath day 
and the word Sabbath ever poiuts 
to and means— best. This and 
nothing else. The original word 
has no connection with 'seventh.' 
Any more than the rest day 
ccmes ou the seventh. It might, 
have been the fifth or tdxth just 
as well, they in their turn would 
be the Sabbath day, or ilny ot 
reft, had God so arduitiod it. 

In Hebrews J : 9, i ve read, 
'There remaiuolh therefore a rest 
to the people of God.' Tbe word 
translated 'rest,' U Sabbatimm: 
Thus tho Hebrew word for rest 
is transferred to ihe Greek, and 
the translators recognize ua origi- 
nal meaning. If it was translat- 
ed 'seventh' it would not make a 
very sensible sentence here. 

It is true some refer to what- 
the seventh dwy Advenliets 
claimed for it, that the word 
meant seventh in some way. I 
know uotbing about Hebrew, and 
so must rely on those who do 
know something about it, and 
nay own good common sense. So 
Irom tbe above quotations from 
the Biblo, I believe every person 
will be perfectly satisfied as to its 
meaning. 

In the lAbrari/of Useful Knowl- 
edge, oppose the word 'Sabbath,* 


we have the following explain* 
tiou 'Hebrew, Shabbath, Shab- 
bathon, etc., from Shabath, to 
rest ; not from s/tub, to return, 
or shebah, seven.' It is easy to 
see how the Seventh Day Ad- 
ven lists would clutch at this 
straw, because shtbah meaning 
seven had a remote similarity, 
they would try to justify them- 
selves in their doctrine, to make 
a connection, no matter how un- 
reasonable. 

Thus as Sabbath means rest 
and nothing else, the seventh day 
may be a Sabbath or tho first day 
may be a Sabbath, il there is auy 
reason for making it so. Any 
day may be a Sabbath, ae John 
Calvin, at the time of tbe refor- 
mation, seems to have proposed, 
most unwisely, to make Thurs- 
day a Sabbath. It is a reat — a 
rest consecrated to God that 
makes it a Sabbath. 

I have taken this trouble to 
show that when I spoke by way 
ot correction I had some author- 
ity for it. And i hope we will 
never contradict each other 
abruptly and positively, unless 
we are sure we are right, for, 
while sometimes those wbo differ 
from us may have some authority 
and proof for what they say, here 
there is but little, if any, for as- 
serting Sabbath means seventh.
